down the British colours and hoisting the 
| American flag, she fired a gun in token of tri- 
umph, and in a short time was safely moored 
inthe inner roads of Buenos Ayres. The 
cargo of the Sylph was sokl at a large profit, 
and the vessel was disposed of for $80,000. 








Among ctier distinguished strangers now 
in Boston, is the young Count de Verme, who 
is Making atour of the United States. He is 
the son of the Italian nobleman, of the same 
title, who visited the United States in 1783, 
and was the bearer of letters of smtroduction 
of the great Washington, addressed to the 
governors of Massachusetts and other states. 


The ed tor of the New-Bedford Courier, in 
giving an account of the recent loss of a ves-

The London Literary Gazette notices a 
young artist by the name of Lough, who, 
without the advantages of instruction, had 
produced, in indigence and obscurity—inha- 
biting a miserable apartment in Burleigh 
street—what by persons of fine taste, are de- 
clared to be sculptorial miracles. His wretch- 
ed lodgings were spread round with the pro- 
ductions of his untutored genius, and the 
models of two finished groups—one repre- 
senting Sampson slaying the Philistines, and 
the other, Mile the Crotonian athlete, devour- 
ed by wild beasts, (from the well known in- 
cident in fabulous history)—were declared to 
be replete with the boldness of the artist's 
genius. The Gazette observes, in mention- 
ing his extreme poverty, that his Milo tum- 
bled into pieces three times while he was 
constructing it, from his not having money to 
purchase materials for its support. Exeruons 
were making to place him above the want 
against which he had previously struggled, 
and his further eminence is spoken of as un- 
doubted.—As something of the history, of 
such a being (says the Gazette) must be in- 
teresting, we shall state the sesult of our in- 
quiry. In his boyhood Mr. Lough amused 
himself in modelling the peasantry about him 
in common clay. The accidental perusal 
of Gibbon’s Decline and Fall gave a classical 
turn to his mind, and he sought London to 
improve it. In London, for about two years, 
his course must have been one of intense 
study and prodigious labour, which nothing 
but the most undaunted spirit and irre pressi- 
ble enthusiasm could -have enabled human 
nature to sustain. 





SPECIAL PLEADING, 

A London paper relates Mr. Justice Best 
to have stated, “a plea which could have 
been expressed in the space of one’s hand, 
was inthe case he was trying, spread over 
twenty-one folios, (not folio volumes, gentle 
reader!) an! that Mr. Justice Burrough had 
mentioned another of forty-eight folios.
